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INTRODUCTION 


This study estimates the impact of compulsory licensing on 
the \costs ofVdrugs purchased bysdrug stores and hospitals .in 
1983. The estimate is based on a comparison of expenditures 
for specific drugs purchased in the United States and 
Canada. 


The report has four sections; 
- a methodological description, 
- an analysis of the 1983 results, 


- a comparison of the 1983 results with the results of a 
Similar study using 1982° data, 


- a comparison of 1983 drug store and hospital results with 
1983 data for drug stores purchases only. 


METHODOLOGY 


The methodology follows that used in two similar studies 
Which are also the sources of the data used in the 
comparisonsl., 


Two sets of drugs were selected: drugs subject to generic 
competition through the compulsory licensing provision 
(termed multiple source drugs) and drugs for which there was 
no generic competition in Canada (termed single source 
ObudSs).) Pinese ecting, drugs por etne latter category, can 
attempt was made to include the largest selling prescription 
medicines in Canada based on drug store and hospital 
purchases. 


Firms selling generic products are not usually multinational 
in character and are not integrated. Most significantly, 
generic drug companies use price competition as their major

marketing strategy. Since this study is concerned with 
price comparisons, the distinction is drawn between drug 
makers which compete primarily on the basis of price versus 
brand name companies which do not. 


Differences in costs for drugs were determined in the 
following way. Where all the dosage forms/strengths3 ou =a 
particular drug were available in both jurisdictions, the 
difference between acquisition costs in the U.S. and Canada 
were multiplied by the quantities sold in Canada. This was 
done for each dosage form/strength and the differences 
aggregated for each drug. (Canadian sales included sales by 
both brand name and generic drug manufacturers.) 


In cases where dosage forms/strengths were not common to 
both countries, the number of units sold were converted into 
a common weight (kilograms, millilitres, etc.). Average 
costs (weighted by sales of dosage forms/strengths) were 
calculated for each country and the difference multiplied by 
the Canadian sales. (The results for each drug are provided 
in the appendices’. (Appendix PF at ST.00° U.S. = ST20

and not because of any special characteristics of the drugs 
in the» category.  In*‘the: absence of compulsory licensing, it 
is assumed that on average, these drugs would exhibit the 
same cost pattern as the sample of single source drugs. 


There was a dramatic change in U.S./Canada exchange rates 
between 1982 and 1983 which would increase the apparent 
U.S. cost (after conversion to Canada currency) even if 
actual selling prices were unchanged. This affects the 
comparison of multiple source and single source drugs, 
although it does not affect the estimated impact of 
compulsory licensing. Figures used in the comparison of 
1982 and 1983 results were based on 1982 exchange rates. 


All data, except sales of generic licenced drugs, are from 
IMS (Intercontinental Medical Services), a private survey 
firm. Data for sales of licenced generic drugs were from a 
survey of manufacturers conducted by Consumer and Corporate 
Affairs. 


ANALYSIS 
1983 Drug Store and Hospital Purchases 


In 1983, drugstore and hospital purchases of 68 single 
source drugs sampled in this study cost $307.2M in Canada 
(see Table A). Purchases in the U.S. of the same quantity 
of drugs would have’ cost *an additzonal?$70.5M or 23 percent 
(assuming an exchange rate of $1.30)>. 


The 32 drugs under compulsory licensing in 1983 cost $216M 
in Canada but would have cost an additional $308.7M or 143 
percent if purchased in the United States. Assuming that 
the drugs under compulsory licensing would have exhibited 
the same cost pattern as shown for single source drugs, the 
estimated impact of compulsory licensing would have amounted 
to 98 percent of the actual value of sales of the compulsory 
licenced drugs or $210.8M. That is, without compulsory 
licensing, purchases of these 32 drugs would have cost 
Canadian consumers almost $211M more than they actually did. 


Comparison of 1982 and 1983 Findings 
In this section the 1983 figures are based on an assumed 
exchange rate of $1.20 Canadian equalling $1.00 U.S. The 


actual exchange rate was roughly $1.30 in 1983 but the use 
of this rate would distort the year-to-year comparison.

For single source drugs, the difference between Canadian and 
U.S. drugicosts! fells tol siipercentiming 1033; tCrome2z0m percent 
in 1982. There were 41 single source drugs included in both 
the 1982 and 1983 samples and which accounted for over 50 
percent of the total sample. The difference iBeje Smateieys 
products was 14 percent in 1983 and 17 percent TP el O82.) BeOS 
drugs in the 1983 sample only, the U.S./Canada difference 
was 12 percent while the drugs only in the 1982 sample at 
was 23 percent. Therefore, the major source of the 
variation between the two years was due to the change in the 
drugs sampled. 


For multiple source drugs, the cost difference rose to 124 
percent in 1983 from 96 percent in the previous yeare. This 
significant increase could be due to the greater usage of 
lower cost substitutes by provincial government programs. 
Another factor could be the introduction in late 1982 and 
early 1983 of additional generic competitors for some of the 
largest selling drugs. The table below shows the increase 
in the number of competitors for four of the largest selling 
drugs. The additional competition may have precipitated the 
rapid decline in prices.

As a result of the marked increase in the difference for 
multiple source drugs, the impact of compulsory licensing 
rose to 98 percent or nearly $211M in 1983 from 64 percent 
or $122.5M in the previous year.

Comparison of Drug Store and Hospital Results/ 


For single source drugs, the difference between U.S. and 
Canadian costs was 25 percent for drug store purchases and 
23 percent for combined drug store and hospital purchases. 
The reduction in the difference, due to the addition of 
hospital data; tmpines, thaw Canadian and U.S. hospital drug 
Costs’ do MNOt, diiter tas, much as “theysdriigi store pcosts ; 


For multiple source drugs, the difference between U.S. and 
Canadian costs was 132 percent for drug store purchases and 
143 percent for combined drug store and hospital 

purchases. The larger difference means that the U.S./Canada 
difference in hospital costs for multiple source drugs is 
larger than the difference for drug stores. 


The impact of compulsory licensing was 85 percent or $170.2M 
for drug store purchases compared with 98 percent or $210.8M 
for combined drug store and hospital purchases. 


SUMMARY 


Based on a comparison of U.S. and Canadian drug costs, 
compulsory licensing has reduced Canadian costs of drug 
store and hospital purchases by about $211M (using 1983 
exchange rates). These figures represent a marked increase 
compared  towthe results ofipael982 study that found the 
difference to be about $122M in that year. 


Drugs for which no generic substitutes were available cost, 
on average, 23 percent more in the U.S. than in Canada. 
Although a sharp change in exchange rates makes a 
year-to-year comparison difficult, the data indicate that 
the cost difference for single source drugs may have been 
lower in 1983 then in 1982 (i.e. Canadian costs were closer 
EO lt noemCOSts.

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INTRODUCTION 


A major component of the policy review of section. 41 (4%) of 
the Patent Act is the measurement of its impact on drug 
costs in Canada. A widely used methodology to assess cost 
impact of a specific Canadian policy is to compare Canadian 
prices with those in the United States. The two economies 
have a sufficient number of common characteristics to make 
this methodology professionally acceptable. For the pharma- 
ceutical industry particularly, the availability of data and 
the existence of a similar range of drug products and dosage 
formats allows the methodology to be carried out. 


The basic assumption underlying the chosen methodology is 
that, in the absence of the compulsory licensing permitted 
under Section 41(4), prices in Canada would be the same as 
those in the U.S.A. In order to test this assumption the 
costs of single source drugs (i.e., those not facing 
competition from generics) are compared. 


The Discussion Paper "Review of Section 41(4) of the Patent 
Act (Compulsory Licences to Import Pharmaceuticals)" 
Summarizes the results of a comparison between U.S. list 
prices and Canadian transactional or achial. prices. How 
ever, it does not present the comparisons of acre reo’s 
in the two countries. The purpose of this paper is to: 


1. present’ the detailed results of, the Canadian and 
U.S. price comparisons for 29 compulsory licensed 
drugs in Canada using both list and actual prices 
(U.S. actual prices were obtained subsequent to the 
preparation of the Discussion Paper and were not 
available for inclusion in that document) 


2.. present Canadian-—U.S.)price comparisons, using 
actual prices for 53. single, source: drugs. 


METHODOLOGY 


Two groups of drugs were selected to perform the cost 
differential calculations. The first was the Canadian 
compulsory licensed drug group. It consisted of 29 drugs 
that a CCAC surveyl of generic manufacturers had identified 
as facing generic competition and for which licence 
royalties were paid in 1982. Those products are listed in 
Table l.

The second group of drugs was selected from products for 
which no generic, competition existed, in Canada. A sample of 
53 single source drugs listed in Table 2 was chosen from the 
largest selling drugs in Canada and was limited to drugs 
which were also available in the U.S.A.

Ll. Int W99ouMet@apcears that the price impact’ of 29 compul- 
sory licensed generic products approached $200 million. 
Since these results included markets where the generic 
products were only recently introduced, it can be expected 
that generic sales would increase over time and exert a 
greater influence on price. 


2. It appears thats there 1s a general tendency for drug 
prices to be higher in the U.S. than in Canada, as the un- 
licensed drug price comparisons illustrate. However, this 
is not universally true, as 12 of 53 drugs in the sample 
displayed prices which were lower im tnesU.S. thane 
Canada. The almost $40 million total differential for these 
single source drugs may reflect the bulk purchasing power of 
public hospitals in Canada and the power that provincial 
formulary administrators may have over the, -price,.of even 
single source drugs in Canada.

MET HODOLOGY 


Two sets of drugs were selected for each of the four years 
studied. One set included drugs subject to generic 
competition through the compulsory licensing provision4 
(termed multiple source drugs) and the other included drugs 
for which there was no generic competition in Canada 
(termed single source drugs). In selecting drugs for the 
latter category,. an? attempt was: made’ to include’ the largest 
selling prescription medicines in Canada based on drug store 
purchases. Ina few cases, particular large volume drugs 
may have been omitted’ due to factors (such as complex 
formats or medicines* which are mixtures of different drugs) 
which make accurate comparison difficult. 


In the "single source" category, there are drug entities 
which are marketed by more than one brand name firm. The 
distinction is based not on the number of producers but on 
the degree to which firms use price as a means of 
competing. Brand name companies are generally subsidiaries 
of Varge, fully inregreated, multinational” Firms" and price 
competition is a minor part of their marketing strategy. 
Firms selling generic products, on the other hand, are™ not 
usually maltinationad and net integrated. ~ Most 
significantly, generic drug companies use price competition 
as their major Marketing strategy.

Differences in costs for drugs were determined in the 
following way. Where all the dosage forms/strengths” of a 
particular drug were available in both jurisdictions, the 
difference between pharmacy acquisition costs in the U.S.

not common to both countries, the number of units sold were 
converted into a common weight (kilograms, Mier es. 
etc.). Average costs (weighted by sales of dosage 
forms/strengths) were calculated for each COUNtLY sanousene 
difference multiplied by the Canadian sales. (The results 
for each drug are provided in Appendices I to Iv. 


Two comparisons result for each year; 
- the aggregate difference for multiple source qruds,

Aggregated cost differences are measured in dollars and as a 
proportion of the total sales of each category.

the measured impact of compulsory licensing. The 1983 data 
were developed using both the actual 1983 exchange rate and 
the 1982 rate for comparison. 


ANALYSIS 


Data for 1968 show that the total cost of 97 single source 
drugs in Canada was 19 percent lower than the total cost for 
the same drugs in the United States (See Table A). In that 
year, four drugs, believed to have been marketed under 
compulsory licences, cost 43 percent less in Canada than in 
the U.S. The net difference attributable to compulsory 
licensing was $1.5M or 21 percent. Put another way, the 
quantity of drugs sold under licence by all manufacturers in 
Canada would have cost $1.5M more had licensees not been on 
the market. 


In 1976, the difference for single source drugs in 
percentage terms was consistent with 1968 (15 percent in 
1976 versus 19 percent in 1968). For multiple source drugs, 
the difference increased to 75 percent from 43 percent. The 
21 multiple source drugs would have cost over $21M, or 52 
percent more if purchased in the U.S. 


By 1976, many provinces had implemented systems to encourage 
the use of generic products which tended to increase the use 
of generic substitutes. In addition, changes to the Patent 
Act in 1969 permitting the importation of active ingredients 
by licensees, resulted in a major increase in the use of 
licences. Both of these factors increased the measured cost 
difference. 


In 1982, data for single source drugs was consistent with 
the earlier years (19 percent difference between U.S. and 
Canadian costs) but the difference for multiple source drugs 
increased to 93 percent. The impact of compulsory licensing 
therefore totalled $110.2M or 62 percent of the value of the 
29 drugs under licence. 


The major increase between 1976 and 1982 could have resulted 
from more generic drug firms in the market and more 
aggressive behaviour by these firms. These firms had many 
of the largest selling products under licence. In addition, 
almost every province had implemented or modified existing 
rules to encourage, if not require, the dispensing of lowest 
cost interchangeable eh ets (ehea TOPEDLESCL IDL ons Dalia Lomupy 
the province. 
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In 1983, single source drugs were 25 percent below U.S. 
costs (using actual exchange rates). Multiple source 
products would have cost 132 percent more in the U.S. than 
in Canada. The impact of compulsory licensing thus 
increased to $170.4M or 85 percent of the value of the 32 
licensed drugs. Changes to provincial reimbursement schemes 
could account fora part of the increase. In addition; in 
late 1982 and early 1983, several generic manufacturers 
introduced under compulsory licences competing copies of 
major selling drugs which may have caused a rapid decline in 
prices of these products. 


CONCLUSION 


For single source drugs, cost differences between the United 
States and Canada have remained relatively stable over the 
past 15 years. The difference for drugs in this category 
has ranged between 15 percent and 25 percent. The figure 
for 1983 may be overestimated due to the large change in 
exchange rates between 1982 and 1983. 


Drugs for which compulsory licensed competition existed have 
increased in number from four in 1968 to 32 in 1983. The 
difference in costs between the two countries for multiple 
source drugs increased from 43 percent to 132 percent. 


The impact of compulsory licensing, estimated in this study 
by comparing U.S. and Canadian costs, exceeded $170M in 1983 
compared with $1.5M in 1968. (These figures are for 
drugstore purchases only and are not adjusted for 

mE tation)... in proportion to the Salesevalue off the 
licensed drugs, the difference in 1968 was 21 percent while 
in 1983 it amounted to 85 percent of the total value of the 
drugs under licence.
